Petition for Gas 
Rate Changes Is 
Filed by P. S, Cn. 



The Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois today petitioned 
the Illinois Commerce Commission 
for a. two-way adjustment in its gas 
rates which, if approved, would in- 
crease costs for 116 large industrial 
customers by approximately $900,- 
000 a year and reduce costs by a 
corresponding amount for 380,000 
residential and small commercial 
gas users. 

The proposed rate changes will 
have virtually no effect on the 
company's total gas revenues, it 
was said. 

The industrial users whose gas 
rates would go up are mostly those 
■who buy large amounts of gas un- 
der intcrruptible or off-peak rates 
which have been unchanged since 
1932, and which are unreasonably 
low. -The-gas is used mainly for 
processing industrial products or for 
boiler fuel and is purchased on a 
"when available" basis when de- 
mands of "regular gas customers are 
low. 

The rates for these industrial 
customers will be increased three-

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Economic Highlights 

The great debate continues over whether the 
President has the legal or moral right to send troops 
to help garrison Europe without the consent of Con- 
gress, and, regardless of current actions, will continue 
for a long time to come. In more placid times, this ex- 
tremely important dispute undoubtedly would have 
been given much more press coverage and comment 
than has actually been the case — it might, for Instance, 
have been comparable to the late President Roose- 
vtlt's Supreme Court packing proposal in its impact 
on the public mind. Today, however, there are su 
many vital issues, and so much is going on in the 
world, that it is clearly impossible for each problem 
and controversy to be given the space and attention 
it may deserve. 

The principal differences between the President 
and those .who oppose him over the troops-to-Europc 
issue are sharp and clear-out. 

The President points to the fact that the Con- 
stitution specifically states that he is Commander in 
Chief of all the military forces. He holds that the de- 
cision as to where troops shall be sent, and in what 
number, is a military and diplomatic decision, and 
that it can only be made by the Executive. And he 
cites many cases, going far back into our history, 
where other Presidents have sent troops on foreign 
duty without the consent or advice of Congress. 

Those who think otherwise— and Senator Taft 
has been a leader of this group — have strong argu- 
ments on their side. They say that the writers of the 
Constitution made the President Commander in Chief 
so that he could immediately rally the nation's de- 
fenses in event of attack — in the stagecoach days, it 
took weeks to convene Congress, where now it could 
be convened overnight. They argue that it is a very 
different matter to send divisions of troops to Europe, 
in the face of the Russian menace, than it was to dis- 
patch a few soldiers or sailors to deal with the Barbary 
pirates or Mexican bandits. Probably their most 



powerful argument Is that, if the President can send 
troops wherever he likes and in any number, he ac- 
tually has the power to make war without the con- 
sent of Congress, which would be a direct violation 
of the Constitution. It is nn interesting fact that some 
Senators who are battling the President oyer this far- 
reaching Issue are for, not against, sending substan- 
tial numbers of American troops abroad to serve un,- 
dcr General Eisenhower's Atlantic Pact command. 
But they do not believe that one man should have 
authority to make that decision. 

There is still another side to this which Walter 
Lippman touched on in a recent column. "If the 
President were wiser than he Is," Mr. Lippman wrote, 
"he never would have dreamed of questioning the 
right of Congress to participate in the unprecedented 
project of placing an American standing army in 
Europe and of merging it in an international army. 
He would not only have sought the advice of Con- 
gress but he would have Insisted from the outset that 
Congress share his responsibility." Mr. Lippman dif- 
fered sharply with Governor Dewey's unequivocal 
support of the President on this issue, and said, "Can 
Governor Dewey argue that the project of an Ameri- 
can 'standing army .in Europe, involving perhaps 
750,000 men, can be called a mere 'deployment* like 
sending troops to Hawaii, Alaska, or even by putting 
ground crews at some air strips in Great Britain?" 

So the various arguments run. One thing is 
sure — whatever the ultimate decision, this is one of 
the most Important Constitutional questions that has 
ever arisen in this country.

Talkative folks 
come to town in droves — the lunch clubs listen — the 
reporters listen. We been told to relax, we could 
have prosperity via spending — that the Govt, could 
make rough roads smooth — that more and more Govt, 
debt is not important, it is just owing the money to 
ourselves. Big City editors were fooled, more than half 
our citizens lost their equilibrium. We been worn to 
a frazzle from talk. 

Now, nice people, all of you know better — all 
of you have been around — all of you know that the 
barker at the circus is a salesman. He sells tickets. 
Put 2 and 2 together — and when you amble down to 
the lunch club or tune-in on some saver- of- the- Na- 
tion, don't be a sucker.

Wins Award 
For Letter Published 
In Chicago Newspaper 



Alonzo Runyard, Spnfford Street, 
Antloch, was honored this week by 
the publication of a letter featured 
on page one of the Chicago Herald 
American last Friday, March 9. His 
letter was one of a series currently 
being published by the newspaper 
on the same theme as Fulton Our- 
slcrs' great book, "Why I know 
there is a God."

The letter written by Mr. Run- 
yard follows: 

"I know there is a God because 
it seems to me so Impossible for this 
old world to have existed so long 
without a power much greater than 
human power guiding it. Left only 
to human guidance, it would have' 
destroyed itself quickly and surely. 
We can witness this in the fall of 
the Roman Empire and the way the 
Christians survived with their belief 
In Christ. 

I attended Sunday school and 
church at an early age" and became 
a member of the church -at the age 
of 15. I believe at that time, I ac- 
cepted a belief In God as a matter 
of course. Having been brought up 
in this way, it seemed more natural 
to believe than not to believe. 

But, I think it* was not until the 
age of 17, when I enlisted in the U. 
5. Marines and was sent into battle 
on the fields of France that I ac- 
tually felt the presence of God be- 
side me. And not then — until the 
opportunity had been given me to 
help' a fellow man to sec and feel 
the presence of God. 

Up there in the front line amid 
the machincgun fire and the burst- 
ing of high explosive shells, one 
of my buddies upon observing ■ the 
comfort and calm I obtained from 
the reading of my New Testament 
in a shell hole, unburdened himself 
to me. He said that although he be- 
lieved in God, he still felt that he 
was lost because having been 
brought up in a Christian home, he 
had not joined a church and as he 
put It — "had not confessed God be- 
fore men." 

After he told me this I read many 
verses of the Bible to him, prayed 
for him and with him at every op- 
portunity we had up there in Bel- 
leau Wood in the shell holes. And 
there it was that I really felt the 
presence of a living God, and Wil- 
son, my buddy, came to feel the 
presence of a Living God. 

I went on from there to be wound- 
ed and sent home — Wilson never 
came back to his home in the U. S. 
A., but I know he went home 
his Heavenly Father."

Trip in Iron Lung 

LANCA9TER, Pa. — Thomas Fas* 
snneht, 17, completed the moat 
dangerous journey of his life— one 
that oould have cost him his life 
if anything had gone wrong. 

The frail boy, so stricken by In- 
fantlle paralysis that he can live 
only In an Iron lung, was moved 35 
miles from Lancaster General Hos- 
pital to Harrlsburg's Polyclinic 
Hospital in a moving van using a 
big iron lung powered by portable 
power plants, He could not be 
moved In a portable lung because 
he would not live more than a few 
minutes In one. 

But every precaution was taken 
in case the portable power units 
should fall. during the journey. 

The Pennsylvania Power it Light 
Company was called in and they 
canvassed the route and found a 
number of poles along the way 
which linemen could climb to tap 
main lines for power If the portable 
units went out. 

As a further precaution the light 
company canvassed the route and 
estimated how long it would take 
the moving van and trailer to make 
the trip. Then they contacted peo- 
ple living at 5-minute intervals and 
arranged to have extension cords 
stretched from £och of these houses 
to the side of the highway so that 
if all else failed, the power lines 
in- the homes could be tapped. 

As for getting Thomas from his 
hospital bed to the truck, the com- j 
pany built master switches and laid ] 
a light, flexible cable which con- 
nectedwith the hospital power un- 
til Thomas was wheeled into the 
moving van. Then the power was 
switched from the hospital to the 
little power plants, 

State police, equipped with walk- 
ie-talkies, led the way and doctors 
and nurses kept Thomas company 
on the journey. 

The boy, by the way, has devel- 
oped into a backward-reading fel- 
low.
